Mr. Cosgrave’s Powers. 


The second reading of the Public Safety 
Bill was passed in Dáil Kireann yester- 
day by sixty votes to eleven. The Farmers’ 
Party and most of the Independents 
supported the Government, while the 
minority was composed of the National 
League, three Independents and Mr. 
Patrick Belton. Mr. Thomas Johnson 
and his Labour colleagues walked out of 
the House during the debate as the result 
of an incident that was creditable neither 
to the Labeur Party nor to the Govern. 
ment. In closing the debate President 
Cosgrave declared that at a time of 
national the Executive Council 
required the maximum amount of support 
from the people, and assured the 
House once more that no law-abiding 
citizen would have anything to fear 
from the new powers which the Bill 
would confer on the Government. 
The Public Safety Bill’s passage into 
law is assured, and most responsible 
citizens will agree that Mr. Cosgrave's 
arguments were unanswerable. We have 
no doubt, however, that the Bill can be 
improved substantially by amendment 
during the Committee stage, which will 
gin to-day. While its general principles 
re sound, some of its clauses would be 
strengthened rather than weakened by 
judicious alteration of their terms. We 
hope, therefore, that the Government will 
not impose too great a strain on the Dail’s 
support by insistence on every comma of 
its Bill. When announcing the intention 
of the Farmers’ Party to vote for the 
Bill, Mr. Baxter suggested that it should 
be modified in Committee, and we believe 
that a great number of the Government’s 
supporters in the country shares that 
view. 

The. most unpalatable section, of the 
Bill undoubtedly is that which provides 
for the establishment, of military courts. 
It is true that a state of «mergency must 
be proclaimed before they can come into 
being, and ‘that each House of the 
Oireachtas will have power to revoke such 
a proclamation.

No sensible man will dis- 
agree with this statement ; for the country 
is heartily sick of what Mr. Patrick 
Belton has described as the Republicans’ 
‘ fool-acting’’ outside the Dáil. We may 
assume, therefore, that the Government 
will secure its main demands from the 
Oireachtas, and that within a few weeks 
it will be fully armed with its new powers. 
The public will watch their employment 
with much interest and some anxiety. Its 
representatives have done their duty by 
Mr. Cosgrave and his colleagues, who now 
face their heavy task in the knowledge. 
that, while they have the country solidly 
behind them, they have incurred fresh 
responsibilities of the gravest kind. 


American Farmers. 


Writing in The Times, Mr. Willis J. 
Abbot, an American publicist, discusses 
President Coolidge’s prospects of a third 
term of office. The election will be held 
next year, and already the preliminary 
excitements of conflict ought to be mani- 
fest, but on this occasion an unusual 
apathy prevails. Everywhere, says Mr. 
Abbot, there is “a feeling, somewhat 
resigned and not very enthusiastic, that 
President Coolidge will succeed himself." 
Mr. Coolidge is not beloved by the 
politicians of his own party, but the belief 
that, if he seeks the Republican nomina- 
tion, he will be re-elected has a solid 
basis in two facts. One is the country’s 
industrial and financial prosperity: the 
average citizen is disposed to “ let well 
alone” and to avoid such economic dis- 
turbance as a change of Government might 
involve. The other fact is the utter dis- 
organisation of the Democratic Party, 
which ‘at present has neither capable 
leaders nor attractive policies. Its 
strongest man is Mr, “Al” Smith, the 
Governor of New York; but Mr. Smith, 
though he is popular, honest and a very 
successful adininistrator, would be, as a 
presidential candidate, persona ingra- 
tissima to the mass of the Nonconformist 
electorate, since he is a Roman Catholic 
and an active opponent of prohibition. 
Unless, therefore, President Coolidge 
should refuse a third ‘term of office on 
constitutional grounds, the result of next 
year's election seems to be virtually 
assured. There is one cloud, however, on 
the Republican horizon. The American 
farmer has enjoyed no share of the 
national abundance of the last five years.. 
Like the Irish farmer, he made good 
profits, spent money freely and bought 
additional land at “ boom ” prices during 
the war. The inevitable reaction found 
him heavily in debt. Now thousands of 
mortgages have been foreclosed, and Mr. 
Abbot says that “the decrease in the 
number of farmers tilling their own land, 
together with the multiplication of tenant 
farmers, is a phenomenon which is dis- 
quieting even the proponents of uninter- 


rupted American prosperity.”’ Recently 
the farmers of the North-West, who are 


almost to a man Republicans, promoted 
a bill in Congress which sought to fix the 
prices of farm produce on a paying level ; 
but it was vetoed by the President, and 
his action has been resented bitterly in 
the agricultural States. Coupled with this 
Republican discontent is the loud com- 
plaint of the southern victims of the 
Mississippi floods, who are nearly all 
Democrats. Tens of thousands of farms 
have been submerged, and the small banks 
which have been propping the farmer 
“find themselves loaded down with ut- 
redeemable paper.” To these southern 
sufferers the Federal Government has 
offered no help save a promise of agri- 
cultural credits, and the President has 
rejected the farmers’ demand for a special 
session of Congress. There are rumours 
of a combination between both sets of 
distressed farmers against Mr, Coolidge s 
re-election, and, though such combination 
may not be politically feasible, the 
rumours are at least significant. They 
suggust that in the United States, as in 
England and Ireland, Governments, like 
Anteeus, can keep their strength only by 
contact with the soil. 
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Street Noises. 


During the past two years many of the 
principal streets of Dublin have teen 
transformed as to noise. Before the City 
Commissioners laid smoth concrete road 
surfaces heavy traffic went lumbering over 
uneven cobbles and raising such a din 
that often it was impossible fo do business 
in adjacent offices unless the windows were 
tightly closed. While Dublin has been 
growing comparatively quiet, complaints 
against ingreasing noise go up from al) 
parts of England. The noise of the 
increasing motor traffic has resulted 
in widespread ‘depreciation of property. 
Last week the Home Secretary was 
questioned in Parliament upon this 
problem. Sir W. Joynson-Hicks replied | 
that he had instructed the police 
to do their utmost to stop the noises | 
of motor cycles and motor cars, In the}

The Times yesterday, Professor Henry J. 
Spooner declared that the increase of pre- 
ventible din in everyday life must exert 
a serious influence on public health. A 
blow may blacken an eye, and the outrage 
committed is manifest. An injury far 
more serious, and, perhaps, permanent, 
may be inflicted invisibly on human 
nerves. The fact that noise produces no 
visible effect on the body disguises the 
havoc which it may work in the vital 
nervous system of the community. Noise, 
in effect, may be as grave a nuisance as 
foul air, smoke or dirt. Professor Spooner, 
therefore, appeals for an Act of Parlia- 
ment directed to the abatement of all 
noises which are susceptible to the State’s 
control. He suggests that a committee of 
inquiry shall be formed, drawing its 
members from the Ministries of Health 
and. of Transport, from the Home Office, 
the Board of Education, Scotland Yard, 
the Medical Research Council and: the 
municipal medica] officers, in order to 
propose amendments in laws relating to 
public health and public nuisances, 


Voice and Pen. 


Two pieces of news suggest that the 
voice and the pen are entering on a new 
phase of rivalry for the attention of our 
leisure hours. It is reported that a new 
kind of gramaphone record ‘has been de- 
vised which will run, not for the two or 
three minutes that are the time-limit of 
ordinary records, but for three-quarters 
of an hour. On three of these new plates 
the whole of a short novel could be re- 
corded. When the records are produced 
at a commercial price families“will be able 
to listen to authors telling their own 
stories and to poets reciting their own 
cantos. We do not think, however, that 
book-lovers will hasten to replace their 
libraries with stores of records. Pleasant 
as it will be to hear lyrics read with the 
poet’s own intonation, the chief amenities 
of reading will be gone. No longer will 
it be possible to skip what is uncongenial 
or to dwell long upon favourite passages. 
Moreover, the rapid mind will be irked 
when it is fettered by the slow voice. 
Experiments with the new talking film are 
being made, in the endeavour to reproduce 
Mr. Bernard Shaw’s play, ‘‘ Saint Joan.”’ 
The talking film, as seen and heard in 
Dublin, is quite successful when the re- 
cord gives merely a song, with the singer 
depicted as he sang it. Drama proves less 
amenable to the ingenuity of the machine. 
To yield a satisfactory film the players 
must be word perfect, and the experiment 
has shown that every slip of diction, every 
esitancy of voice and every halting for 
he prompter are magnified in such fashion 
hat the illusion is destroyed. Neverthe- 
ess, it is likely that the production of the 
Iking film in time will be perfected, 
nd then the cinematograph will enter 
into sharp competition with the drama. 
e wraiths of London 's best actors will 
able to act and speak simultaneously 
Belfast and Bombay. It may become, 
at last, something of a luxury to see the 
flesh and blood performance.

Mr. Solomon Joseph Solomon, I.R.B.A., 
R.A., the well-known painter, died after a 
long illness in London yesterday, aged 66. 
Mr. Solomon had studied art at the Royal 
Academy Schools, London, at Munich 
Academy, and the Beaux Arts, Paris. After- 
wards he worked in Italy, Spain and Morocco. 
Among his best - known works were 
'“Cassandra,'”” 1886; ‘‘Samson,”” 1887; 
“Niobe,” 1888; “The Judgment of Paris," 
1890; “ Portrait of Mrs. Patrick Campbell,”’ 
1898; the decoration for the Royal Exchange, 
London; “‘ Laus Deo,’ and ‘‘ The Houses of 
Parliament.”’ 

It was Mr. Solomon who, at the beginning 
of the Great War, urged the need of 
camouflage in modern warfare, and initiate 
it in the British Army, where he introduced 
the fishing net as its basis. For the purpose 
of his invaluable services he was created a 
Lieutenant-Colonel in the Royal Engineers. 


Mr. Solomon was author of the work 
“Strategic Camouflage,’ 1920.

The Rev. James Knowles, Senior Minister 
of Castleton Presbyterian Church, died 
suddenly at his residence, “ Richmond,”’ Old 
Cave Hill road, Belfast, yesterday.

The Shanghai Defence Force. 


The luncheon given to the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer by a number of Conserv4- 
tive members at the House of Commons 
to-day was notable owing to a statement 
that Mr. Churchill expected to be able 
to meet nearly the whole, if not the whole, 
of the cost of the Shanghai Defence Force 
out of pure economy, and without the 
imposition of any further burden on th® 
taxpayer. Mr. Churchill, however, refused 
to give any idea as to the probable cost 
of the expedition. Otherwise the pro- 
ceedings, while interesting, were not 1m- 
portant, and the speeches and conversation 
generally were somewhat light and 
humorous. Sir Henry Buckingham was 
in the chair. 


Mock Air Raids. 


London had a busy night; for there 
were no fewer than twenty-eight air raids 
during the hours of darkness. This 
intensive activity on the part of the in- 
vaders was well countered by the defensive 
force both in the air and on the ground. 
London theoretically was laid in ruins, 
but the invaders lost heavily. There was 
a great fight over Croydon, in which three 
invading "planes would have been shot 
down except that the Croydon station 
had been wiped out by the unloading of 
bombs. The manceuvres. manifested the 
weakness of London defences at several 
points, but these are being improved, and 
it is expected that the raids to-night will 
not prove so satisfactory for the invader, 
though they are likely to prove more 
thrilling for those taking part and for the 
observers. 


London's Weakness. 


It is generally agreed by experienced 
aerial observers that, in the event of a 
war, little could be done to prevent ‘the 
dropping of very large numbers of heavy 
bombs on London; and, consequently, 
following out modern theories, if the raids 
of the past three days, without. respite 
day and night, had happened under actual 
war conditions. London would be a city 
of the dead ; for enormous portions would 
have been obliterated, and the casualties 
would have numbered countless thousands. 
The most elaborate arrangements made 
for defence could not prevent such a de 
velopment; but it is hoped that. as 4 
resuit of the present experiences, more 
satisfactory defensive arrangements may 


be possible. 
The New Prayer Book. 


A number of members of the House of 
Commons, numbering between seventy and 
eighty, have declared war on the revised 
Prayer Book, and intend to oppose its 
passing when it comes up for considera- 
tion. At a meeting held last night Mr. 
Ronald MacNeill, who represents Canter- 
bury, was in the chair, supported by Sir 
Thomas Inskip, A resolution was adopted 
declaring that the Book ought not to be 
accepted by Parliament, It is expected 
that Mr. Lloyd George and several 
Liberals wall take a similar course. since 
it is understood that they are opposed to 
the Book. The Sub-Committee of the 
Ecclesiastical Committee met at the House 
of Lords to-day.to begin its examination 
of the objections which have been lodged. 


The Inventor of \‘amouflage. 


Mr. Solomon J. Solomon, the Royal 
Academician, who died in London early 
this morning, was the Academician of the 
war;.for he originated and @esigned an 
extensive system of camouflage which 
saved many lives. His assistance was 
recognised as being so valuable that he 
was made a Lieutenant-Colonel of the 
Engineers, his first task being to camouflage 
a concentration of guns, The material for 
this was painted in a day, though it con- 
sisted of three thousand five hundred 
square yards of canvas and covered 
twenty-four guns. He also suggested that 
observation posts should be concealed in 
dummy‘ trees, while dummy figures also 
were suggested by him and used success- 
fully. Later the tanks were painted to 
resemble the landscape, while camouflage 
was generally adopted for railway trains 
and trucks. After the war Mr. Solomon 
calmly resumed his duties as President of 
the Society of British Artists. 


The Totalksator. 


Followmg upon a meeting of members 
interested in the introduction of the 
totalisator on race-courses in this country. 
a number was able to witness the machine 
in operation in Australia House to-day, 
where the working was explained by M 
Julius, its inventor, and Mr. Wilkinson. 
who-has had great experience in connec- 
tion with it in Australia and New Zealand. 
The members who were present appeared 
to be greatly impressed with the possi- 
bilities of the machine. It is probable 
that a bill may be introduced in the 
House of Commons during the autumn 
sitting under the ten minutes’ rule in 
order to test opinion generally as to the 
use of the machine. Should the bill be 
accepted, further steps would have to be 
taken, whe the Vagrancy Act and the 
Gaming Act would have to be amended in 
order that it might become legal for the 
totalisator to be erected in places which 
are not “places within the meaning 
the Act.” 


The Ocean Race. 


The yachting event known as the Ocean 
Race, which is to start from -Cowes on 
August 13th. is arousing great interest 
among cruising and racing yachtsmen. 
Only small yachts between thirty feet-and 
fifty feet in length may compete. It is 
an ardnous race, but it is significant tWat 
most of those whe entered for the event 
last year are tn race avain so th t about 
a dozen yachts will compete for the 
Fastnet Cup, as the trophy is called.

GOVERNMENT’S MAJORITY.

AIL EIREAIN generally is a most 
D decorous assembly. Rarely is its 
calm disturbed by the ‘‘scenes”’ that 
occur in other Parliaments, and on most 
occasions Of threatgning crisis the admir- 
able tact of the Speaker is sufficient to 
avert a storm. Yesterday, however, a 
scene took place which stained severely 
the Dail’s almost immaculate. record. It 
happened so suddenly and was over so soon 
that one scarcely had time to realise what 
had occurred, but/the net result was that 
the entire Labour Party walked out of the 
House and abstained from its further pro- 
ceedings for the day. 


THE PASSPORT. 

The debate on the second reading of the 
Public Safety Bill had just been resumed. 
After Mr. Hogan, of Clare, had finished 
his interrupted speech of the previous 
evening (in the course of which he caused 
some amusement by reading the terms of 
the passport which would be given to 
deportees under the proposed bill, re- 
quiring all whom it might concern in the 
name of His Britannic Majesty to afford 
them every possible protection), Mr. Fitz- 
gerald Kenny, K.C., one of the new 
members of Cumann na nGaedheal, 
defended the bill at some length. 

Mr. Fitzgerald Kenny is a good speaker, 
inclined, perhaps, to the style of an 
evangelistic preacher, but logical, force- 
ful, and to the point. He was followed 
by Mr. Gilbert Lynch, of the Labour 
Party, a  Manchester-Irishman, who 
speaks with a marked Lancashire accent, 
and is addicted even more strongly than 
Mr. Fitzgerald Kenny to the revivalist 
manner. Mr. Lynch is a provocative 
debater, and it was his speech that gave 
““ scene. "' 


WHEN THE STORM BROKE. 

It came about in this wise. Some of 
his remarks evidently had annoyed the 
Government spokesmen, and when Pro- 
fessor O'Sullivan rose to reply we knew.

Morrissey, speaking with considerable 
dignity, made a strong protest against the 
charge which had been levelled at his 
party, and once more the cry: “ With- 
withdraw; we demand a with- 
drawal,’’ was raised, Alderman Corish 
now joining in the general din. 


HEATED WORDS. 

Mr. Hayes again pleaded for peace, and 
again Mr. Morrissey called for a with- 
drawal. For a few moments there was 
silence while Professor O'Sullivan tried to 
explain his attitude. He repeated his 
charge, this time in less accentuated 
terms, but definitely refused to withdraw 
what he had said. One heard the words, 
“ Felon-setting,’”’ ‘‘ Liar,’’ “' Blood-lust,”’ 
and similar amenities of parliamentary 
debate being hurled backwards and for- 
wards between the parties. Mr. Johnson 
sprang to his feet and began to gather up 
his papers, with the obvious intention of, 
leaving the House. This enraged the 
President. ‘* That’s right,” he shouted.

GOVERNMENT’S MAJORITY. 

It now was clear that the second reading 
would pass without difficulty. A few 
other members spoke, and Mr. Johnson’s 
amendment was declared lost without a 
division. President Cosgrave then rose to 
wind up the debate, and he, too, seemed 
to have recovered completely from his 
momentary loss of dignity. His speech 
was the best that he has made for some 
time. It was full of verve and decision, 
and showed that here, at any rate, is a 
man who means what he says. 

When he had finished Captain Red- 
mond, who was out of the House when the 
Deputy-Speaker asked the President to 
wind up the debate, asked for leave to 
make a statement, desiring to propose a 
compromise which would obviate the need 
for a division; but the rules of the House 
forbade him, and, when a division was 
challenged, it was found that only eleven 
deputies’ went into the Opposition lobby, 
while the Government mustered sixty. 


THE CONSTITUTIONAL AMENDMENT. 

After this the debate on the second 
reading of the Constitution Amendment 
Bill was tame stuff. Mr. Baxter, who 
had supported the Government on the 
Public Safety Bill, now announced his 
intention to oppose; but as the Labour 
Party was absent, there was little debate 
oF, thy value. The second reading was 
carried by 48 votes to 18 ;, 80 that even if 
Mr. Johnson and his colleagues had been 
present, the Government would have had a 
majority. 

President Cosgrave evoked the first 
laugh of the evening when he announced 
that the third stage of the bil] would be 
taken on December Ist, and the House 
adjourned until this afternoon, when it 
will prdéceed to the examination of the 
Public Safety Bill in Committee.

DEATH DUTIES ON A 
£7,000,000 ESTATE. 


LADY HOUSTON'S LETTER 
10 MR. CHURCHILL. 


Mr. Churchill has received an unex- 
pected windfall, which may run into well 
over £1,000,000, from the estate of the 
late Sir Robert Houston. 

Lady Houston informed the Press 
Association yesterday that sh: has sent 
the following letter to the Chancellor of 


the Exchequer :— 

“Lady Houston presents her compli- 
ments to the Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
and begs to inform him that, as an act of 
grace on her part, she desires to present 
to the British Government her share of 
the English death duties on her late 
husband’s estate, which would have teen 
due had he been domiciled in England ; 
but. it is her duty to remind the Chan- 
eellor of the Exchequer that to say that 
the late Sir Robert Houston made all his 
money in England is a great mistake. 

“The bulk of his fortune was made in 
South America. Therefore, not only 
was the money which Lady Houston pro- 
poses to give to the English Exchequer 
mostly made out of England, but also 
there is no denying the fact that Sir 
Robert Houston was domiciled in 
Jersey.” . 

By his will, which was proved in Jersey 
on April 20th, 1926, Sir Robert Houston 
begueathed to his wife £100,000, to be at 


once paid; also his steam yacht Liberty; 
with her eguipment, and his pictures, 
silver plate and personal effects, and four- 
fifths of the residue of his personal estate. 

No declaration as to the value of the 
estate is required in Jersey, but. it was 
reported that Sir Robert left approxi- 
mately £7,000,000.

Bua 'S attitude to the Geneva 

Conference on naval disarma- 
ment was explained by Sir Austen 
Chamberlain in the House of Com- 
mons yesterday. Sir Austen’s state- 
ment was made in reply t Mr. 
\ctynes’s request for information. 

Sir Austen said that his statement 

as designed only to remove certain 
( isunderstandings which, if un- 
corrected, would impede the pro- 
spects of success. There was no 
foundation for the suspicion that His 
Majesty’s Government desired to de- 
stroy that equality of sea-power 
which the Washington Conference 
contemplated as between the United 
States d the British Empire. 

In order to meet the President’s 
views, they had proposed to diminish 
the size and armaments of battle- 
sh‘ps, while leaving unaltered the 
n.mbers fixed at Washington, and 
they also had proposed to reduce the 
number and armaments of large 
fighting cruisers. 

The problem of the small cruisers, 
however, was more complicated. 
The special geographical position of 
Great Britain in relation to trade 
routes and food supplies made her 
more dependent than the United 
States of America and other coun- 
tries on small cruisers. Great 
Britain, however, was far from 
claiming to dictate any small-cruiser 
policy to other Powers. 

There need be no difficulty in ar- 
riving at a temporary arrangement 
about cruiser-building, but - His 
Majesty’s Government could not be 
asked to give to any such temporary 
arrangement the appearance of an 
immutable principle, which might 
be treated as a precedent. 


BRITAIN’S AIMS. 


FOREIGN SECRETARY’S 
STATEMENT. 


Sir Austen Chamberlain’s statement was 
as follows:—As is known to the House, 
His Majesty’s Government thought it 
necessary that they should have an oppor- 
tunity of conferring verbally with the 
British delegates in order that we might 
have a full understanding of the position 
reached in the Geneva negotiations and 
be enabled to take a decision on certain 
points referred to us by the delegates. 
These questions have been fully discussed 
with our colleagues during the last few 
days, and the delegates are to-day return- 
ing to Geneva to continue the Conference, 
which, we trust, will reach a successful 
conclusion. 

I am sorry to say that our most dis- 
tinguished naval delegate, Admiral Field, 
is unable to return owing to ill-health. 
In these circumstances it would be im- 
proper for me to make at this stage any 
detailed exposition of the British pro- 
posals or to:comment on the proposals of 
the other Powers. The statement which 
I am going to read is, therefore, designed 
only to remove any misunderstanding 
which, if it continued uncorrected, could 
not but impede the prospects of success. 


SERIOUS MISAPPREHENSIONS. 

The Conference on Naval Disarmament 
now sitting at Geneva have discussed many 
important points in technical committees 
and plenary conferences; but, in spite of 
the efforts of our delegates at Geneva, 
serious misapprehensions of the aims of 
His Majesty’s Government still prevail 
in some quarters. His Majesty’s Govern- 
ment has even been charged with a desire 
to destroy that equality in sea-power as 
between the United States of America and 
the British Empire which the Washington 
Conference contemplated. That is a sus- 
picion for which there is no foundation. 
(Cheers. ) 

The invitation of the President of the 
United States to take part in a Disarma- 
ment Conference was understood by His 
Majesty’s Government to be based on his 
desire to develop the policy of the 
Washington Conference by diminishing yet 
further naval expenditure while main- 
taining national security. With this two- 
fold end His Majesty’s Government are in 
complete agreement, and they desire to 
measure the merits of every proposal by 
the degree to which it furthers this two- 
fold end. It is on this principle that they 
have proposed to diminish the size and 
armament of battleships, ‘while leaving un- 
altered the numbers fixed at Washington. 
It is for this reason also that they sug- 
gest limitation in the number and arma- 
ment of large fighting cruisers on prin- 
ciples similar to those adopted at Wash- 
ington for battleships. This proposal, 
like the first, would greatly diminish 
national expenditure without endangering 
national! safety. 

SMALL CRUISERS. 

The questions connected with small 
eruisers are of a more complicated 
character. The strength of fleets can be 
stated in figures and compared with pre- 
cision. Their primary function is to fight 
other fleets, and, speaking broadly, they 
can easily be compared with -each other. 
No such simple way of looking at the sub- 
ject is possible in the case of smal] cruisers 
employed for police purposes in times of 
peace, and necessary for the protection of 
the lines of communication in time of war. 
Geographical considerations cannot be 
rationally ignored. | 

It can hardly be denied, as was clearly 
stated by, us when accepting the Presi- 
dent’s invitation, that such vessels are of 
vital necessity to an Empire whose’ widely 
scattered parts are divided from each other 
by seas and oceans—whose most populous 
parts are dependent. for their daily bread 
on sea-borne trade—and. which would 
perish if it failed to protect its external 
trade. ' 
! BRITAIN'S SPECIAL CASE. 

It has to be noted, further, that the sea 
routes on which Britain depends for her 
existence lie largely in narrow waters, 
bordered by other States. This is not the 
ease with the United States of Ameri 
whose most important lines of communica- 
ti- lie either on land within her own

FAULTY FUSE 
‘ PREVENTS A 
DISASTER. 


BOMB IN NEW YORK 
UNDERGROUND. 


ATTEMPTED DYNAMITE 
OUTRAGE, 


From REUTER'8 CORRESPONDENT. 


NEW YORK, Wednesday. 

Although yesterday afternoon’s confer- 
ence prevented the threatened strike on 
the New York Underground, a serious dis- 
covery was made to-day. Track inspectors 
this morning found a huge bomb, contain- 
sng dynamite and black powder, in the 
tunnel carrying the underground line from 
New York to Brooklyn. 

They declare that only the failure vf the 
percussion cap to explode prevented a 
great disaster. 

Had the bomb gone off, the walls of the 
tunhel would probably have been burst 
open,. and the underground would have 
been flooded by water from the East River. 
In such an event all the passengers in any 
passing trains would certainly have been 
drowned. | 


JULY WEATHER IN 
ENGLAND. 


HOTEL STRUCK BY 
LIGHTNING. 


Unsettled, showery weather prevailed 
over the whole of Great Britain yester- 
day, and in many districts, including 
London, the showers were accompanied by 
thunder and hail. “In Northern England 
and Southern Scotland the thunderstorms 
were severe, and some damage was caused. 
Sunshine records were low, the highest 
being at Falmouth, which enjoyed nearly 
seven hours. 


A BALL OF FIRE FROM THE 
CLOUDS. 

During a storm which passed over North 
Cheshire yesterday afternoon the Brook- 
lands Hotel at Sale was struck by 
lightning. A stack of seven chimneys 
was riven down the side, and a quantity 
of masonry and chimney pots fell into 
the road on one side and the bowling 
green on the other. Tiles were torn from 
the roof, and the coping of a roadside 
wall was broken. 

The manager of the hotel saw a vivid 
| flash of lightning, then a ball of fire fell 
from a cloud immediately overhead. 
Customers in the smokeroom saw a bright 
streak pass. through the open windows. 
One man complained of shock in the arm. 


FLOODED FIELDS AND ROADS. 

The severity of the storm was also 
experienced in East Cheshire. At Disley, 
Hazelgrove, and other centres, roads were 
converted into streams as the result of 
heavy rains. Motor traffic was held up 
and fields of corn and potatoes were 
flooded, while hay was washed down the 
rivers. 

A violent thunderstorm with heavy rain 
on the Yorkshire Wolds yesterday after- 
noon caused considerable damage to grow- 
ing corn. 


STORM STOPS CHANNEL SWIM.

AWAITING BRITAIN’S

The 
Osaka Ashai comments on the British 
attitude to-day in a more friendly tone, 
and gives prominence to the denial of 
The Times, that the British ever claimed 
600,000 tons for cruisers. The Asahi ex- 
plains its opposition to the British claims 
by showing that even the 500,000 tons for 
surface craft now proposed .will involve 
Japan in expansions. It suggests that if 
Great Britain will accept the 485,000 men- 
tioned by Admiral Saito, the deadlock may 
be broken. If Great Britain sticks to her 
claim for 500,000, the Japanese Govern- 
ment may agree, says the Asahi, but the 
Japanese people cannot approve. 

We shall not accuse Great Britain of 
breaking up the Conference, it adds, for 
we regard Great Britain as one of our 
best friends, but we hope she will accept 
the lower total tonnage.

PRESIDENT COOLIDGE’S 


WISHES FOR IRELAND.

The official reception of the first United 
States Envoy Extraordinary and Minister 
Plenipotentiary to the Irish Free State, 
which took place yesterday, was made the 
oreasion of a notable ceremonial, partly 
military and partly civil. 

At noon Mr. Frederick A. Sterling, the 
Minister, presented to the Governor- 
General his-letters of credence from the 
Washington Government, and on their 
acceptance he became officially the repre- 
tentative of the” United States in this 
tate. The office is quite apart from 
that of Consul-General, which is filled 
by Dr. Charles Hathaway.. The Legation 
ch residence of the Minister is in the 


Under-Secretary’s Lodge, Phoenix Park; 
where Mr. Sterling and his wife and three 
children are settled down to the home life. 

he presentation of the credentials was 
made at the official residence of the 
Governor-General in the Phenix Park. 
Pung¢tually at 10.30 Mr. Sterling left the 
United States Consulate in Merrion square 
for the drive to the Viceregal Lodge. He

Mr. Sterling was accompanied by Mr.

Walsh, Secretary to the Ministry for 
External Affairs. His car was followed by 
a second, in which were Mr. Wainwright 
Abbott, Secretary to the new Legation, 
and Captain J. C. O’Sullivan, aide-de- 
camp to the Governor-General. Inspector 
Hurley, who was in charge of: the Civic 
Guard arrangements, accompanied the 


party. 
AT THE VICEREGAL LODGE. 

The principal military display connected 
with the ceremony took place inside the 
grounds of the Governor-General’s resi- 
dence. Five hundred infantry with the 
No. 1 Army Band took part under the 
command of Commandant Luke O’ Hegarty, 
0.C., 27th Battalion, Portobello Barracks. 
Four companies of one hundred men apiece 
lined "the drive from the Phenix 
entrance to the grounds to the Lodge and 
presented arms as the Minister’s car 
passed along. 

On the lawn in front of the Lodge a 
guard of honour of one hundred men was 
drawn up under the command of Captain 
O'Carroll and Lieutenants O’Reilly and 
Fox. The bugles sounded the “ salute,’ 
and the soldiers came to the “ present ”’ 
smartly as the official cars drew up. The 
carrying-out of the military ceremonial 
was highly creditable both to officers and 
men taking part. 

The party were received in the drawing- 
room by Mr. Cosgrave in his dual capacity 
of President of the Executive Counci] and 
Minister for External Affairs. They were 
then conducted by the President to the 
adjoining ballroom and officially intro- 
duced to the Governor-General. Before 
presenting his credentials Mr. Sterling, 
addressing His Excellency, said :— 


“Your Excellency—It has pleased the 
President to appoint me to the high position 
of Envoy Extraordinary and Minister Plent- 
potentiary to the Irish’ Free State, and in 
that capacity I have the honour to present 
to you, as the Representative of His Majesty, 
my letter of credence. 

“In this letter th President charges me 
to convey to jou and to the Irish Free State 
Government ‘his sincere wishes for your con- 
tinued welfare uad prosperity. 

“Permit me to add, Excellency, that the 
establishment of this new and important 
mission marks a happy development in the 
relations of the tw countries, already bound 
closely together by ties of sympathy and 
kinship. ga prcud to be the first, Amen- 
can Minister at Dublin. I am also proud to 
reside in a land which has sent so many of 
her sons to my countrv, where in every walk 
of life they have achieved distinction and 
contributed to our advancement. And I can 
assure you that, in the discharge of my 
duties, I shall do everything in my power 
to promote and strengthen still further that 
very friendly and cordial relationship which 
has existed for so long between our two 
peoples, ’’ 

“The Governor-General, in reply, said:— 

“ Your Excellency,—It is to me a source 

of great pleasure and satisfaction to have 
the honour of receiving the first Minister 
sent by the President of the United States 
to represent his great country in the Irish 
Free State, and I ask you, in my own name 
and in the name of the Government of the 
Irish Free State, to make known to your 
illustrious President our since > appreciation 
of his good wishes for the continued welfare 
and prosperity of our country. 
“The Government of the Irish Free State 
have taken the appointment of such a dis- 
tinguished member of the American Diplo- 
matic Service to the post of Minister Plen:i- 
potentiary and LUnvoy Extraordinary at 
Dublin as a h:ppy indication of the inten- 
tion of your Government to promote and 
foster by every means the close bonds of 
sympathy and kinship already uniting our 
two countries. 

“We rejoice at the ever-growing pros- 
perity of the United States and rt her great 
work in the cause of universal peace. We 
rejoice also at the share that has been taken 
by men and women of Irish blood in build- 
ing up your nation, and we can never forget 
ths close interest and sympathy with which 
the American people, for nearly 200 years, 
have followed every phaso of our history. 
“With your appointment as Representa- 
tive of the United States, our two countries 
for the first time enter into complete and 
direct official relations with each: other. I 
pray you to accept my assured belief that 
your task will be an easy one. You will
